official statem ent, today from the 
University describing the work. 
“ In conducting the soil survey, 
the county constitutes the unit tff 
w orking area,” the statem ent said. 
“ In order th at the survey be thor* 
oughly trustw orthy it is necessary 
th a t careful, 
well-trained 
men be 
employed to do the mapping. The 
work is prosecuted to the best ad­ 
vantage by working in parties of 
from two to four. Only such m en 
are placed in charge of these part­ 
ies as are thoroughly experienced in 
the work. 
“ The men m ust be able to keep 
their location exactly aud to recog­ 
nize the different soil types, with 
their principal variations and lim­ 
its, and they m ust show these upon 
the maps correctly. A definite sys­ 
tem is employed 
in checking up 
this work. As an illustration, one 
m an will survey and map a strip 80 
rods wide and an y ,convenient length 
while his associate will work inde­ 
pendently on another strip adjoining 
his area, and if tho work is correct­ 
ly done the soil-type boundaries will 
match up on the line between the 
two strips.
